Residents Attend Community Planning Meeting 


According to information from the Central 
Planning Board, more than 400 units of housing 
have been developed in Ironbound in less than a 
year. Those units would house an estimated 600 
children, the size of a new school. But there is no 
land reserved to build a new school. Meanwhile, the 
existing schools in Ironbound are overcrowded, 
some by over 100% (see chart on p. 8). 


On April 27, 1999, residents got a chance to 
talk about their concerns about development in the 
community, and to comment on the proposed Land 
Use Maps to be adopted by the Newark Central 
Planning Board. The meeting, held at Centro 
Orensano on Lafayette St., was hosted by the 
Ironbound Community Corporation. A professional 
planner was on hand to answer technical questions 
that residents might have about the Land Use Maps 
and the designations: Residential 2 (R2) , Industrial 
3 (13), Business (B), and Mixed use (M) 


“It was really a daunting task, for a group of 
ordinary people to review the Land Use maps. 
People did the best they could, and certain common 
concerns emerged,” said Joseph Della Fave. 
“Everybody expressed concern over the need for 
less density, not more, and the lack of any 
available land for schools and parks. It was also the 
group’s consensus that the locations for schools and 
parks should be reserved on the Land Use map now, 
before all the land is grabbed up for development.” 


The City of Newark agreed to ask non-profit 
groups to hold ward meetings after non-profits 
criticized the city’s planning process for not 
involving community residents. City officials are 
writing a new Masterplan for Newark. While the 
public comes to monthly Masterplan workshops, 
the actual work is being done by consultants, who

rarely, if ever, meet with the public. The Land Use 
maps and the zoning ordinance, the part of the 
Masterplan which developers are concerned about, 
is being redone quickly. But the maps leave out two 
big things which residents feel are essential to their 
quality of life: parks and open space, and land for 
the construction of new schools. 


“Not all development is good,” said Martha 
Lamar, a planner who is working with the ICC. 
“You have to look both at the quality of what is 
being developed and the overall impact on, and cost 
to, the community.” 


Another big problem with the Land Use 
maps for Ironbound was the designation of very 
very large areas as M1 (mixed, allowing residential 
and clean industrial development. “This is a

zoning category that didn’t exist before.” It is not 
described very well,” said Ms Lamar. “There are a 
lot of questions about what kind of things are 
allowed, and what they can look like. For example, 
what height is allowed? These questions should be 
answered before this is passed. Otherwise it will 
lead to many problems in the future.” 


The report from the Planning Meeting was 
given to Kathleen Kelly, from the City’s Planning 
Office. Ms. Kelly said she would present all the 
reports from the meetings in the Wards to the 
consultants, Mayor James, and Deputy Mayor Al 
Faiella. 
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“This is an important process,” said Joe 
Della Fave. “The community has to raise its voice 
about the Master Plan, because the future of the 
neighborhood, and its children, is at stake.”

SESE OI 7d 0 o DE a 
Work Begins At Riverbank Park 


On Friday, May 21, 1999, construction work 
began at Riverbank Park. By coincidence, it 
happened to be the night that Save The Park At 
Riverbank (SPARK) held a successful Fundraising 
Dinner. 


“We really have got something to toast 
tonight,” said Manuel Lavin, speaking to the crowd 
of SPARK supporters gathered at the Spanish 
Sangria Restaurant. “The work began in the park 
today. Riverbank Park will be reopened for the 
community.” 


The first part of the work includes digging 
holes for the sports light at the park, putting a fabric 
and clean fill on top of the fields to cover the toxic 
chemicals, redoing all the playing fields, the tennis 
courts, basketball court, and playground, and 
restoring the fence around the park. The repair work 
for the buildings will be bid as a separate contract. 
The contractor for the job is Marcellis-Warner 
Corporation of Montclair. Dan Dowd, the landscape 
preservationist hired by SPARK to design plans for 
the job, will continue to monitor the work to make 
sure it is done correctly. 


On April 21, 1999, SPARK received the 
1999 Environmental Quality Award for its 
successful fight to save Riverbank Park. The award 
is given to “individuals or groups that go above and 
beyond the call of duty to protect the environment 
and improve our quality of life.” SPARK received 
the award for its “extraordinary and successful three 
year fight to save Riverbank Park from being 
converted into a private for-profit minor league 
baseball stadium.” 


On April 28, 1999, SPARK hosted a 
reception at the Van Buren St. Library for groups of 
young people who painted murals for the 
construction fence at Riverbank Park. County 
Executive James Treffinger presented Community 
Service Awards to each group, thanking them for 
“helping to restore Riverbank Park” and urging “that 
they remain patrons of the park in the future.” 


It was standing room only at the Riverbank Park 
Mural Project Award Ceremony. SPARK has 
produced a mural project book, which is available 


for a 820 donation. Call 589-3353 to place an order 
for a book.

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New Immigration Assistance Program 


The Ironbound Community Corporation 
(ICC) is lending yet another helping hand to the 
community. It has developed an Immigration 
Assistance Program to assist permanent residents 
with the naturalization and citizenship process as 
well as offer referrals and guidance to non- 
documented residents. 


On April 27, 1999, working with the 
Portuguese American Congress (PAC), ICC helped 
organize a naturalization drive at the Portuguese 
Sports Club where 74 people took the first step to 
becoming US citizens, 34 volunteers lent assistance. 


You may apply for naturalization if: 


1) You have been a lawful permanent 
resident for five years; 


2) You have been a lawful permanent 
resident for three years, have been married to a US 


citizen for those three years and continue to be. 
married to that US citizen; 


3) You are a lawful permanent resident child 
of US citizen parents; or 


4) You have qualifying military service. 


After the initial application is complete 
(including photos and fingerprints), there is an 
interview with an INS officer who will also ask 
questions about US History/Civics as well as test 
English proficiency (reading and writing). 


PAC is offering US History/Civics/English 
classes on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 6 to 8 PM 
at the Portuguese Sports Club to assist applicants in 
preparing for their interview.

“Timebombs” on Chestnut St. ? 


The following are excerpts from a letter 
written by Ironbound resident David 
Schnegelberger to Mayor James: 


The City of Newark plans to install two fuel 
tanks of 10,000 gallons each behind Firehouse #27, 
located at Chestnut St. and Elm Road. To have 
tanks of that size installed in a residential area is an 
outrageous idea for the following reasons: 


1) It would create hazardous conditions 
because wherever fuel tanks are located so close to 
homes the residents are living close to a time bomb. 


2)The traffic situation would be atrocious 
because there are six streets merging into one 
central area As it is, there is traffic confusion.. If 
firetrucks were to be refueling, and waiting to be 
refueled, just imagine what traffic confusion that 
would create. 

3) The neighbors in this area have not been 
told of this plan, and I believe such a drastic move 
should be advertized. 

4) Tanker trucks that would refuel these 
proposed tanks would create a still more hazardous 
condition. 

5) Such an idea would surely reduce the 
property values of those living in close proximity to 
the “timebombs”.

Giant Garbage Transfer Station At 


Ave A? 

Ironbound residents fought the siting of a 
sludge transfer facility on Avenue A - and won. But 
now Waste Management wants to use the site as a 
garbage transfer facility. They want to close down 
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two existing transfer stations nearby, and consolidate 
them all into one giant operation. There are many 
questions relating to this proposal: 


* Do they have a permit to operate a transfer 
station, which they seem to be doing now? 


* What kinds of materials will they be dealing 
with? 

* How many trucks will come through those 
tiny local streets near Avenue A.? How will they get 
through the rest of Ironbound? South St.? Pacific? 
McCarter Highway? 


There is an application at the DEP for this 
operation, and Waste Management has spoken to the 
City of Newark. “We need to let the officials know 
that we do not want these additional trucks through 
our streets,” said Joe Nardone, from the ICATW. 


Swimming Pool: Treading Water 


Work on the swimming pool which is being 
built on Rome and St. Charles St. has been at a 
standstill due to a dispute between the contractor and 
the City of Newark over how the work has been done 
so far. “The work should be correctly done,” said one 
resident. “We don’t want to have the pool open, and 
then close again because something was not right in 
the construction.”Groundbreaking for the new 
swimming pool took place years ago.The pool is a 
replacement for the Wilson Ave. Bathhouse, which 
was demolished over community objections. 


Bids are expected to go out shortly for the 
work on the fields. 


Brill St. Block Group Continues 


The Brill St. Area Block Association 
continues its monthly meetings at Trinity Church. 
Each month, residents from the area of Fleming Ave., 
Brill St. and Hawkins St. get an opportunity to talk 
with the Police Captain for the East Precinct, as well 
as to address other issues of concern.

SPARK Sends an SOS: “Save Our Students” 
No Land Left For Schools & Recreation? 


A report from the Schools Facilities 
Committee show all of Ironbound's schools 
overcrowded, some with more than double the 
number of children they should have. (See the chart 
on p. 8). The report became the basis for a flier 
circulated by SPARK in the last few weeks to draw 
attention to the fact that land is being developed 
without a comprehensive plan for the neighborhood. 


“Where will the new schools and recreation 
space that our community needs be built, if there is 
no land left to build them on?” said Manuel Lavin, 
from SPARK. 


At a Press Conference on June 17, 1999, 
SPARK presented information from the Planning 
Board showing that 400 new homes have been 
constructed in the last year. Those homes would 
generate an estimated 800 children (2 per family). 


Hundreds more new homes for Ironbound 
are on the drawing board, or seeking approval from 
the Planning Board. At one Planning Board meeting, 
June 21, there were over 200 new homes for 
Ironbound on the agenda! 


The hundreds of new homes will bring in an 
estimated 2300 new children, creating a need for100 
new clasrooms, (without counting the numbers that 
the children are over capacity in current schools). 


There is a need for new or expanded schools 
throughout the’ city. The School Board Facilities 
Committee has told the City of Newark that they 
need sites for 40 schools. They are waiting for the 
City of Newark to suggest sites for them, before the 
entire plan is presented to the State legislature for 
funding in the fall of 1999. Some of the sites that 
are being suggested by consultants are not at all 
realistic. For example, they suggested siting schools 
in Independence and West Side Parks.“When will 
there be a chance for the public to comment on the 
proposed sites for schools?” asked SPARK member 
Nancy Zak. 


Meanwhile, SPARK continues to attend 
Central Planning Board meetings to challenge 
development applications there, “The Planning 
Board continues to grant variances to developers, 
without considering the detrimental impacts and the 
real costs to the community. We are trying to make 
them do their job,” said Mr. Lavin. 


In a small but important victory, the 
Planning Board adopted an 11 PM curfew to their 
meetings. No new cases can be introduced after 11 
PM. This was a result of a letter from SPARK 
saying that while those who had a financial interest 
in a project would certainly stay, it was unfair to ask 
working people to remain until 1 AM in order to 
comment or question an application. “It is a round 
about way of denying people their right to speak,” 
said one SPARK member. SPARK members have 
had to remain until 1 AM to comment on 
applications. 


SPARK also spoke at a recent City Council 
meeting against passing a change in the zoning 
ordinance which would allow more townhouses to 
be built on a lot, again, increasing the density of the 
population. “This law is negative because it 
increases the number of units that can be built. 
Ironbound is overdeveloped already,” said Nancy 
Zak. “Also the City is rewriting its entire zoning 
ordinance, so why should the Council be making 
these piecemeal changes.” 


SPARK told Council members that the new 
zoning ordinance and the Land Use maps which are 
being prepared do not have schools, parks and 
community facilities marked on them. SPARK 
asked the Council not to vote for them until the 
things which affect quality of life for residents are 
included.

Burning Questions Remain About Incinerator Accident 


A report done by American Ref-Fuel about' 


an accident at their garbage incinerator on 
Blanchard St, raises serious questions about the 
incinerator's normal operations and safety 
procedures. The fire took place on December 17, 
1998, and sent 48 people to the hospital, primarily 
from chlorine smoke inhalation. 


The report shows that it was ten minutes 
between the time smoke was observed before the 
company employees called the Newark Fire 
Department. The plant employees initially 
attempted to put out the fire themselves. The 
employees used a hose to put water on the smoking 
area, but this caused even more smoke. 


The Fire Department arrived five minutes 
later. But the report says that in one area, a full half 
hour after the Fire Department arrived “They were 
unable to combat the smoke due to poor visibility 
and had to retreat from the area.” 


Incinerator employees had to guide the Fire 
fighters through the thick smoke. 


The report states that the fire was caused by 
a load of Drano Power Foam which had been 
received 3 to 4 hours earlier on that day. 92 fiber 
drums containing 35,000 pounds of Drano Form 
were in this load. 


The Fire Department has previously said 
they were not told what it was that was buming.. 
“Our members were told repeatedly that it was 
household garbage,” said David Giordano the 
president of the Newark Firefighters Union. “That 
lie could have cost them their lives.” 


The report says that the company that sent 
the Drano Power Foam, from Racine Wisconsin, did 
not send the correct special handling instructions. 
They sent one that was out of date. The safety data 
sheet on Drano Power Foam states clearly, “Do not 
mix with any other chemicals or products unless 
specified by label. Mixing with other cleaning 
products may produce toxic gas...Products of 
combustion may include phosgene, chlorine.”

The report concludes that because of the 
incident American Refuel had set up a Special 
Waste Task Force. This Task Force will review 
what happened and will rewrite the chapter in their 
Safety Manual dealing with “special waste”. 


Some of the serious questions raised by this 
report are: 
*Why did company employees wait so long to call 
the Fire Department? Why did they try to fight the 
fire themselves? 
* Why didn’t they tell the Fire Department what was 
burning? 
* Should the Fire Department be notified when 
special waste is being delivered? 
*The reason this chemical reaction was noticed was 
because of the smoke. What other chemicals are 
being given off when the so-called special waste is 
burned, which we don’t know about because there is 
no smoke? 
* Does the incinerator rely totally on the provider 
for the handling instructions for what it burns?” 


“Rewriting one chapter of their Safety 
Manual is not going to make me sleep much easier 
at night,” said Arnold Cohen the ICATW.. “This 
report raises many more serious questions than it 
answers. More has to be done to ensure that 
Ironbound residents, employees, and firefighters are 
not the victims of any more accidents like this.”

reuniões periódicos, o trabalho está actualmente a 
ser conduzido por consultores do projecto que 
raramente reúnem com o público. O Mapa de 
Treenos Disponiveis e a ordenanga municipal do 
planeamento unbanistico, parte do mega plano com 
que os construtores estáo preocupados, está a ser 
refeita e rapidamente. Mas estes mapas deixam para 
trás duas coisas que os residentes consideram 
essenciais para a qualidade de vida no Ironbound: 
parques, espaços abertos e terrenos para a 
construção de novas escolas. “Nem todo o tipo de 
construção é positivo,” disse Martha Lamar, uma 
especialista em planeamento que está a trabalhar 
com o Ironbound Community Corporation (ICC). “É 
importante olhar para a qualidade daquilo que está a 
ser feito e o impacto que poderá ter na 
comunidade.”

Vecinos Assisten A Reunion En De Planificacion 


Según datos de la Junta Central de 
Planificación, en menos de un año se ha construido 
más de 400 unidades de vivienda en el Ironbound en 
menos de un año. En estas viviendas vivirán 
alrededor de 600 niños, una población equivalente a 
la de una escuela completa. Sin embargo, no se ha 
reservado ningún lote para la construcción de una 
escuela adicional, aúnque las escuelas ya existentes 
están superpobladas, algunas en un 100% (ver 
gráfico en p. 22). 

El 27 de abril de este año, vecinos del 
Ironbound tuvieron la oportunidad de dialogar sobre 
sus inquietudes respeto al crecimiento que se da en 
la comunidad, y de ofrecer sus comentarios sobre el 
propuesto Mapa de Uso de Terrenos, a ser adoptado 
por el consejo Municipal. 


La reunión, celebrada en Centro Orensano en 
la calle Lafayette, fue auspiciada por Ironbound 
Community Corporation. Un périto en planificación 
urbana estuvo presente para responder a las 
preguntas técnicas de los residentes sobre dichos 
planes, y sobre las distintas categoriás de uso, tales 
como: Residencial 2, Industrial 3, Comercial, y 
Mixto.
